CREAT DAY FOR QUAY 


Acquitted by the Jury and Ap- 
pointed Senator. 


VERDICT OF NOT GUILTY RETURNED, 


Shortly After His Acquittal of the 
Charge of Conspiracy, Gov. Stone

Harrisburg, Pa., April 22.—Immedi- 
ately on receipt of the news that Mat- 
thew S. Quay was acquitted of the 
charges against him, Gov.

= Verdict of Not Guilty.

[The charges against Senator Quay fol- 
lowed the collapse of the Peoples’ bank in 
March, 1898, and the examination of its 
books by a receiver. The warrants were 
issued in the following October and in- 
cluded besides Mr. Quay and his son, the 
names of Charles H. McKee, a Pittsburgh 
lawyer, and ex-State Treasurer Benjamin 
J. Haywood. On November 21 the grand 
jury found true bills against all but McKee. 
The suicide of Cashier Hopkins just prior 
to the bank’s failure, prevented his coming 
within the scope of criminal action. The 
indictments were five in number. These 
were reduced to four by the death of Mr. 
Haywood on February 23 of this year. One 
week after true bills had been found coun- 
sel for Mr. Quay and the other defendants 
filed demurrers to four of them and moved 
to quash the fifth. Judge Finlotter on De- 
cember 1 decided against the defendants. 
Counsel then carried the case to the su- 
preme court, on the plea, among other con- 
tentions, that the prosecution was actuated 
by political motives which would prevent 
an impartial trial in this county. The su- 
preme court declined to interfere. The 
trial was set for February 20 and was post- 
poned until the 27th when it was again post- 
poned until Monday of last week.] 


HIGH WATER AT OMAHA. 
Missouri River Kadi Approaching 


the Danger Line—Railroad 
Men Anxious., 


Omaha, Neb., April 22.—The Mis- 
souri river is now within less than a 
foot of the danger point here and is 
steadily rising at the rate of about 
eight inches in 24 hours. Weather bu- 
reau reports hold out no encourage- 
ment for an immediate improvement 
and the rise will probably continue un- 
til Sunday, if not longer. This will 
take the water above the danger line 
and will case some loss of property on 
the bottoms.. A dozen families resid- 
ing in East Omaha were driven out Fri- 
day and the water stands 18 inches 
deep on the floors of their houses. 

The stream that broke through from 
Florence lake to Cut Off lake Thurs- 
day night is now 50 feet wide, several 
feet deep, and is tearing away great 
banks of earth. It follows the old 
course of the river near the Nebraska 
shore, and a rise of another foot would 
make it a raging torrent. On the Iowa 
side several hundred feet. of Illinois 
Central grading was washed out and a 
large amount of government riprap- 
ping destroyed. Railroad men are 
anxiously watching the situation and 
have squads of men stationed at each 
bridge.

As soon as Senator Quay could 
get away from those anxious to shake 
his hand and congratulate him, he 
made his way, accompanied by his 
counsel, to the elevator to descend to 
the street from the sixth floor of the 
mnunicipal building. There the scenes 
in the courtroom were repeated. Ev- 
erybody wanted to say something 
pleasant to him, and crowds gathered 
near the elevator shaft on each floor 
to watch the car carrying the distin- 
guished party as it descended to the 
street. The avenue surrounding the 
city hall is wide and smooth, and the 
neighborhood is the stamping ground 
for the politicians of the town. Here 
the enthusiasm was immense as the 
senator emerged from the door of the 
building. A group of enthusiasts 
rushed forward and attempted to hoist 
him onto their shoulders, but the sen- 
ator waved them back, saying:

Quay Goes to Washington. 

Washington, April 22.—Senator Quay, 
of Pennsylvania, is in the city, stop- 
ping at his house on K street. He was 
met at the station on his arrival Friday 
by a number of friends who congratu- 
lated him upon the outcome of his trial 
and appointment as senator. Thesena- 
tor declined to be interviewed. There 
were a number of callers at the house 
and many congratulatory telegrams 
received. 

The Quay Charges. 

[The charges against Senator Quay fol- 
lowed the collapse of the Peoples’ bank in 
March, 1898, and the examination of its 
books by a receiver. The warrants were 
issued in the following October and in- 
cluded besides Mr. Quay and his son, the 
names of Charles H. McKee, a Pittsburgh 
lawyer, and ex-State Treasurer Benjamin 
J. Haywood. On November 21 the grand 
jury found true bills against all but McKee. 
The suicide of Cashier Hopkins just prior 
to the bank’s failure, prevented his coming 
within the scope of criminal action. The 
indictments were five in number. These 
were reduced to four by the death of Mr. 
Haywood on February 23 of this year. One 
week after true bills had been found coun- 
sel for Mr. Quay and the other defendants 
filed demurrers to four of them and moved 
to quash the fifth. Judge Finlotter on De- 
cember 1 decided against the defendants. 
Counsel then carried the case to the su- 
preme court, on the plea, among other con- 
tentions, that the prosecution was actuated 
by political motives which would prevent 
an impartial trial in this county. The su- 
preme court declined to interfere. The 
trial was set for February 20 and was post- 
poned until the 27th when it was again post- 
poned until Monday of last week.] 


HIGH WATER AT OMAHA. 


the Danger Line—Railroad 
Men Anxious, 


Omaha, Neb., April 22.—The Mis- 
souri river is now within less than a 
foot of the danger point here and is 
steadily rising at the rate of about 
eight inches in 24 hours. Weather bu- 
reau reports hold out no encourage- 
ment for an immediate improvement 
and the rise will probably continue un- 
til Sunday, if not longer. This will 
take the water above the danger line 
and will catise some loss of property on 
the bottoms.. A dozen families resid- 
ing in East Omaha were driven out Fri- 
day and the water stands 18 inches 
deep on the floors of their houses. 

The stream that broke through from 
Florence lake to Cut Off lake Thurs- 
day night is now 50 feet wide, several 
feet deep, and is tearing away great 
banks of earth. It follows the old 
course of the river near the Nebraska 
shore, and a rise of another foot would 
make it araging torrent. On the lowa 
side several hundred feet, of Illinois 
Central grading was washed out and a 
large amount of government riprap- 
ping destroyed. Railroad men are 
anxiously watching the situation and 
have squads of men stationed at each 
bridge.

The bill to raise the state tax fer the 
maintenance of the University of Mich- 
igan from one-sixth to one-quarter of a 
mill on each dollar of taxable propertly 
in the state, has passed the senate, and 
now the bill appropriating a total of 
$186,000 for the Agricultural college 
came up on the special order in Thurs- 
day’s session and was agreed to by the 
committee without. discussion. -The 
present legislature is Republican in 
point of politics and education.

The rate of interest on money in Mich- 
igan lis being reduced, by degrees. The 
senate has passed a Dill reducing the 
legal rate of interest from 6 to 5 per 
cent, and the maximum rate for which 
contracts can be made from 8 to 7 per 
cent. Senator Lyon and others endeav- 
ored to have the 8 per cent rate re- 
tained, it being stated that residents 
of the northern ‘counties, who are 
anxious to develop their property, can- 
not get money for less than that rate.

DR. FREER SAYS THE PROCESS IS THE

That the U. of M. is strictly up to date 
in modern science is demionstrated not 
only by the experiments noiw going on 
with wireless telegraphy, but also by 
the fact that a $1,200 apparatus for 
the manufacture of liquid air will ar- 
rive here Oct. 1. Says Prof. Freez: 

“The liquification of gases is not at 
all new. Chlorine was liquified by Far- 
aday in 1823, and oxygen, nitrogen and 
the other so-called permanent * gases 
had been liquified by Caillletat and Pic- 
tet Simul agn ously ; July and December, 
1877. 

“As to hydrogen, Pictet apparently 
liquified this gas in Anuales de Chimie 
(5) 18, 145. We owe further knowledge 
to Wroblewski and Olszewski (1884-1885), 
but, so far as I am aware, the study of 
larger volumes of liquid hydrogen we 
owe to Dewar. 

“What is apparently new in liquifying 
gases, is the self-intensive “powers of 
liquification by which a gas lowers its 
own temiperature to the point of liqui- 
fication by being successively allowed 
to escape from a higher to a lower pres- 
sure, the cooler gas returning around 
the tube containing the gas under pres- 
sure. Cailletet and Pictet used the so- 
called cascade methiod of refrigeration,

i. e., they condensed a gas by means of. 


the lowering of temperature caused by 
the evaporation of a second liquid gas 
and so, by successive steps, they were 
able to reduce the temperature to a 
point at which air conidenses to a liquid. 
The first principle is new, the other is 
now nearly 35 year's old.”

TIME PROPOSITION NOW 
IS TO BUY THE ARMORY. 


SIX MEN HAVE STARTED THE BALL TO 


ROLL WITH $30 EACH. 


“I will be one out of 100 men to give 
$30 to buy the armory,” said Major 
Soule at the meeting of the general 
committee last evening. 

Col. Dean- <T N join that 100 men 
at the same figure 

J.-E. Beal—“I willl take a couple of 
more bricks at $30.’” 

C. E. Hi'scock—‘‘I will make it an- 
other $30.” F 

And that is the nucleus of the fund 
which it is hoped will amount to such 
a figure that Co. A, when it returns, can 
have its home and own it. 

(Since the meeting, Moses Seabolt and 
Dr. A. C. Nichols have subseribed their 
names for $30 each.) 

How ‘did the affairs take such a turn? 

It came about as follows: 
~Ex-Mayor Hiscock was made tempor- 
ary chairman in the absence of Mayor 
Luick. He called for the report of the 
armory committee. 

J. E. Beal—‘*The armory committee, 
Judge Newkirk and others, went down 
and had a talk with ‘Mr. Cook the night 
of the last meeting. We arrived at 
nothing definite that night. The next 
day we met him by appointment and 
had a two hours’ conference. We went 
and visited the rink to see what he had 
done in the shape of improvements, and 
found that he had probably speat $300 
or $400. Then I had a pr ivate talk with 
him to see if the burden could not be 
divided on the $400 basis. I 'told- him I 
thought we could raise $200 or $390 if he 
would move out. He claimed he had no 
place to go and would have to auction 
his things off. Then he came down on 
his price and said he would take $3,000. 
He had previously asked $3,500. When 
we left him, that seemed to be his ulti- 
matum. He claim's that he has had ad- 
vice and can show that the lease is not 
a good one. While we were standing 
talking to him a number of iawyers 
came along, and they all interpreted 
the lease to bea valid one. I assured 
him that we could raise $200 or $300 if he 
would get out right away. I told him 
we were willing to.meet him half way.” 

Col. Dean—‘‘We did not make Mr. 
Cook any direct offer. He is fully con- 
vinced that the lease is invalid.” But 


he seems to be willing to do everything! 


he can under the circumstances. The 
whole trouble on hls part is that he 
supposed the state had the full say 
about the rent.

For the last 15 or 20 years con- 
tributions have been made to assist the 
military company. They have Had hard 
sledding to come out even and run the 
armory in the style they wish to. There 
ought to be enough! patriotism in this 
city to buy the. armory and give it to 
the boys.” He then made the proposi- 
tion referred to above. ; 

Sid W. Millard thought that if they 
would work ‘the honorary membership, 
the armory could be blought. Citizens 
could afford to give $10 or $15 to get off 
from. jury. duties. 

Maj. Soule suggested that instead of 
giving the returning boys a banquet, 
that all the money sko:i¢ he put int) 
the building fund and C. E. Hiscock 
sulpipiorted this idea.

Minutes of. last regular meeting read 
and approved. 

The Finance Committee reported fa- 
vorably on the following bills, “and upon 
motion of Trustee Scott the secretary 
was directed to draw ‘warrants in pay- 
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placed in the Tappan school, and that 
for water used, Jess the $25 per year, 
which is the charter rate allowed to be 
charged by the company for ordinary 
school use. 

This basis of agreement was, upon 
mction of Trustee Scott, accepted and 
adopted.

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The beet sugar trust is not meeting 
with much encouragement in Michigan. 
The senate has passed the bill providing 
for the forfeit of bounty in case a com- 
pany ‘becomes directly or indirectly 
identified with the trust, and there is 
no doubt that the bill will also pass the 
house. 


Education is receiving considerable- 
finanicial encouragement in Michigan in 
these days of grate and imiperialism. 
The bill to raise the state. tax fer the 
maintenance of the University of Mich- 
igan from one-sixth to one-quarter of a 
mill on each dollar of taxable property 
in the state, has passed the senate, and 
now the bill appropriating a total of 
$186,000 for the Agricultural college 
came up on the special order in Thurs- 
day’s session and was agreed to biy the 
committee without. discussion. ~The 
present legislature is Republican in 
point of politics and education. 

——————————————— 

The rate of interest on money in Mich- 
igan lis being reduced, by degrees. The 
senate has passed a bill reducing the 
legal rate of interest from 6 to 5 per 
cent, and the maximum rate for which 
contracts can be made from 8 to 7 per 
cent. Senator Lyon and others endeav- 
ored to have the 8 per cent rate re- 
tained, it being stated that residents 
of the northern counties, who are 
anxious to develop their property, can- 
not get money for less than that rate. 
Senator Davis fought the amendment, 
maintaining that the man who loans 
money at 8 per cent has the best busi- 
hess going. Senator Graham opposed 
the reduction and also a motion to give 
the bill immediate effect. He denounced 
the bill as.a piece of nonsense, declar- 
ing that a banker can take any rate 
he wishes to in the shape of a bonus. 
Senator Davis’ reply to this announce- 
ment was that it would come with bet- 
ter grace.from one who is not a banker. 
The motion to give immediate effect 
was lost.

AND THAT THE PRINCIPLE I$ OLD 
ENOUGH TO VOTE. 


That the U. of M. is strictly up to date 
in modern science is demonstrated not 
only by the experiments noiw going on 
with wireless ices but also by 
the fact that a $1,200 apparatus for 
the manufacture of liquid air will ar- 
rive here Oct. 1. Says Prof. Freez: 

“The liquification of gases is not at 
all new. Chlorine was liquified by. Far- 
aday in 1823, and oxygen, nitrogen and 
the other so-called permanent ' gases 
had been liquified by Cailletat and Pic- 
tet simultaneously, July and December, 
1877. 

“As to hydrogen, Pictet apparently 
liquified this gas in Anuales de Chimie 
(5) 13, 145. We owe further knowledge 
to Wroblewski and Olszewski (1884-1885), 
but, so far as I am aware, the study of 
larger volumes of liquid hydrogen we 
owe to Dewar. 

“What is apparently new in liquifying 
gases, is the self-intensive powers of 
liquïfication by which a gas lowers its 
own | temiperature to the point of liqui- 
fication by being successively allowed 
to escape from a higher to a lower pres- 
‘sure, the cooler gas returning around 
the tube containing the gas under pres- 
sure. Cailletet and Pictet used the so- 
called cascade method of refrigeration, 


i. e., they condensed a gas by means of. 


the lowering of temperature caused by 
the evaporation of a second liquid gas 
and so, by successive steps, they were 
able to reduce the temperature to a 
point at which air condenses to a liquid. 
The first principle is new, the other is 
now nearly 35 year's old.” 

It is the former priniciple that is used 
in the modern machines, farts that can 
be shown ‘iby text books (General Chem- 
istry, Berton, Allen & Bacon), in which 
the boiling and melting point of various 
gases are given. The date of the first 
edition (1894) is of course before there 
was any mention of the new processes 
of liquifying air.’”
